Sedalia 
Public 
free) la b ra ry , yesterday re­ 


ceived from the printer a supply of 
forms necessary to meet the d e ­ 


mands of the })ublic, and the libra­ 


ry is no\v running in full blast as a 
city institution. 
T h e following e x ­ 


tracts from the rules and 
regula­ 
tions are printed for the benefit of 


the public, as applying to the issu­ 


ing of readers’ cards, 
upon which 
the books of the 
library 
will 
be 


loaned. 
'THE RULES. 


Rule 6— All persons who are resi­ 
dents and taxpayers of Sedaba, and 
all persons having permanent em ­ 
ploym ent therein,shall be entitled to 
draw books for hom e reading, upon 
signing the prescribed application 
and offering secuiity for the return 
of the books and 
the paym ent of 
any penalties 
incurred 
under the 
rules. 
T em p o ra ry sojourners 
m ay o b ­ 
tain a readers’ card on the 
same 
terms as residents. 
Non-residents 
may draw books 
for home use upon depositing the 
value of the b ook 
and 
paying 
a 
yearly fee of $2. 
Rule 7— Applicants must sign the 
following agreement: 
‘ T, 
the un­ 
dersigned, apply for a reader’s card 
in the Sedalia Public (fre e)L ib ra ry ,’^ 
stating whether he is a ‘ T esident” 
or has “ permanent em ploym ent in 
the c it y ,” ‘ ‘and hereby agree to c o m ­ 
ply with all the rules and regulations 
of the library, and to make good 
any loss or injury sustained 
by it 
through issuing a card intitling me 
to draw books, and to 
give im m e­ 
diate notice of change of residen ce.” 
Rule 8— T h e security for the re­ 
turn of books in accord an ce with 
the above rule m ay be: 
A cash d e ­ 
posit not to exceed twice the value 
of the book desired, or a guaranty 
signed by 
a 
resident of the city 
known 
be 
responsible. 
This 
guaranty shall remain in force for 
from one to three years, but may be 
revoked at any time by the officers 
of the bbrary or by the guarantor, 
upon 
¡»ayiiig all 
liabilities which 
may ha/e accrued. 
A

posit, in addition, 
may be recpiired 
for valuable books.

Assessment 0Î the Missouri Pa- 
citic and “ Katy.” 


BOONE COUNTY'S LINES. 


Items of Interest Picked Up From 
Various Sources for the Benefit 
of “ Democrat ’ Readers. 


T he State B oard of Eq u alization 
took u p the M., K. & T. road, 247 
miles, Friday . 
T h e old assessment, 
| i 2 , ooo per mile, was allowed to 
stand. 
L ast y ear bu t 16 miles of 
the M ., K. & E., was su bject to as­ 
sessment; now a total mileage of 
16 1 miles is assessable. 
Secretary of State Lesu eu r at first 
adv ocated $9 ,000, 
bu t finally all 
agreed u pon $8 ,500 per mile. 
It was ex pected that an effort 
wou ld be m ade to increase the M is­ 
sou ri Pacific m ain line, 28 3 miles, 
bu t the old assessment, 
$16 ,500, 
was adopted withou t objection. 
T h e branch lines of the Missou ri 
Pacific were then taken u p and the 
following chages m ade in the m ile­ 
age assessments: 
Jefferson 
City 
and 
L ebanon 
branch, 45 miles, increased from 
$3,000 to $5,000; H olden branch, 
36 miles, increased from $3,000 to 
ij» 5oo; O ak Hill branch, 6 miles, 
increased from $12,500 to $14,000; 
Sedalia, W arsaw and Sou thwestern, 


42 miles, increased from $2,?oo to 
$3,000. 
T he main line of the St. Lou is, 
Iron M ou ntain and Sou thern was 
left at the old mileage assessment, 
$14,000. 
Its 
total 
mileage 
is 
a 
fraction 
less 
than 
28 5 
miles. 
C hanges in the mileage assessment 
of branch lines of the Iron M ou n­ 
tain sy stem were as follows: 
Belm ont branch, 119 
miles, in ­ 
creased 
from 
$6 ,500 
to $7 ,000, 
C airo branch, 7 0 miles, 
increased 
from 
$4,000 to 
$4,500; 
Jackson 
branch, 16 miles, 
increased from 
$3,000 to $3,500; R ocky branch, 3 
miles, 
increased 
from 
$4,500 to 
$ S fOo o . 
T h e St. Joe terminal, 8 miles, was

Otterville is a 
flourishing little 
town on the Missouri Pacific rail­ 
road, about fifteen miles east of Se­ 
dalia, in Cooper county. 
It was 
first platted in 1837 by Mr. 
G. 
R. 
Thompson, and at that time it was 
called Elkton. 
William G. 
Wear 
formerly owned the land upon which 
the town was built. 
In those days 
game was very plentiful in this re­ 
gion, and the ferocious howl of the 
wild wolf was no uncommon thing 
to hear. 
In 184S a postoffice was establish­ 
ed and W. G. Wear was made post­ 
master. 
Tw o 
years 
later 
Judge 
Thomas J. 
Starke 
was appointed 
and held the position of postmaster 
for ten years. 
During tnis time the 
town improved slowly, the first set­ 
tlers of the town and vicinity being 
W. G. 
Wear, 
Frederick 
Shirley, 
Thoraas 
J. Starke, 
James 
Davis, 
Samuel Cole, et al. 
One evening while Air. Cole was 
out hunting, which he enjoyed as

The town then began to put on 
city airs; quite a spirit of improv^e- 
ment was manifested, and tlie good 
work started up with a rush.. 
With many other improvements 
in 1S60 several substantial and com ­ 
modious

houses. 
The town was 
on a boom and its 
pmople 
were 
happy. 
The Missouri Pacific railroad liad 
been built into tlie corporate limits 
•of Otterville, and it was believed by 
Its citizens 
that the town 
would 
soon be a magnificent city. 
Vfhen 
tlie railroad moved on toward the 
setting sn.n and the word went out 
that maciiine shops ai^d railroad of­ 
fices would be established in 
Se­ 
dalia many ot Otterville’s citizens 
went west to grow up with the couu 
try, while a large number remained, 
several of whom have accumulated 
large fortunes. 
During the late war this town and 
vicinity was the scene of a great 
many ^ heart 
rending 
troubles. 
Twelve 
thousand Union 
soldiers, 
under the command of General Jef­ 
ferson Davis, of Indiana, were sta­ 
tioned one mile east of town during 
one whole winter.

was for two h undred and th irty-five 
dollars—forty-seven corns and two 
bunions—five dollars per corn, th e 
bunions seeming to h ave been over­ 
looked.

It is to be remembered th at, as in 
th e apostolic age th e work of con­ 
verting th e world started from th e- 
great towns, so was th is emph atic­ 
ally th e case in Gaul.

For ex ample, cver^’one wondered 
wh y h e would persist, wh ile drawing 
a salary of fifty th ousand dollars a

W aterbury watch , worth possibly 
th ree dollars, observes Kate Field. 
He was aware th at h is practice w^as 
known, and any astonish ment mani­ 
fested amused h im instead of mak­ 
ing h im angry. 
In answer to a look 
of surprise h e would say: 
“ I th ink 
th at is a plain watch for a president 
of th e United States to carry, but it 
is good American make”—as if as­ 
suming th at th is fact would counter­ 
act th e effect of th e ch eapness of th e 
article. 
Th e truth w^as th at almost weekly 
deputations 
of 
western Indians 
called upon h im, always bringing 
presents of some kind to th e great 
fath er. 
Of course, h e was ex pected 
to give someth ing in return, and th e 
object was to find someth ing ch eap 
and at th e same time acceptable. 
Watch es were a novelty to th e In­ 
dian, and to present a ch ief with a 
watch wh ich th e great fath er h im­ 
self h ad been carrying alwa 3\s im­ 
pressed h im greatly.

After walking for some h ours th ey 
came to a pool of water, and, seeing 
a lion and lioness a few yards dis­ 
tant, Dr. McKay fired twice at th e 
lion.

of Dr. McKay’s native attendants 
ran away, but th e doctor and th e 
Zanzibari boy, Musa, went in search 
of th e wounded Hon. 
Th ey espied 
th e beast crouch ing down fifteen

lion’s h ead. A t th at instant th e lion 
sprang upon th e doctor with a te r­ 
rific roar, and a deadly struggle 
took place. 
Dr. McKay lost h old of
